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Social  Science 
%  Teachers  Stress 
More  Subjects 

Xess  Emphasis  Now  On  Political  and 

Military  Subjects  Mr.  Foster  Says 

On  Rotum  From  National  Historical 

Association  Meeting. 

In  the  past  teachers  of  social  science 
have  put  an  over-oniphnsis  upon  politi¬ 
cal  and  military  studies  but  today  our 
courses  nro  more  ami  more  taking  into 
account  such  things  as  education,  soci¬ 
ology,  economics,  psychology,  eugenics, 
criminology,  and  other  kindred  sub¬ 
jects,  Mr,  Foster  told  members  of  the 
Pi  Gama  Mu  and  the  Social  Science 
•Club  at  their  joint  mooting  hold  last 
Thursday. 

Mr.  Foster  gave  an  interesting  talk 
on  his  trip  to  Washington,  D,  O.  during 
tho  holidays  to  attend  the  forty-second 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  His¬ 
torical  Association.  More  and  more 
are  the  Christmas  Holidays  being  used 
for  annual  meetings  of  tli^i  kind,  he 
said,  and  pointed  out  that  sixteen  great 
organizations  met  cbneurrently  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  while  other  organizations 
•  including  the  language  and  science 
people  met  elsewhere. 

16  Societies  Meet 

The  very  fact  that  sixteen  great  na¬ 
tional  societies,  covering  the  fields  of 
■economies,  sociology,  political  science, 
history,  and  bibliography,  etc.,  mot  con¬ 
currently  shows  the  close  relationships 
existing  among  them  Mr.  Foster  said. 
This  interdependence  is  shown  in  our 
colleges  in  making  out  tho  major  and 
minor  requirements  in  the  field  of  so¬ 
cial  science  and  it  is  hard  to  teach  one 
of  these  subjects  without  the  use  of  all 
to  some  extent.  A  person  cannot  teach 
or  do  any  research  work  without  un¬ 
derstanding  tiio  importance  of  the  close 
relation  existing  among  various  fields 
of  knowledge.  This  is  a  day  of  spec¬ 
ialists  and  experts.  An  expert  or  spec¬ 
ialist  lias  boon  defined  ns  one  who 
knows  "more  and  more  about  less  and 
loss”.  Yet  if  tiio  expert  cimnot  see  the 
necessity  of  making  proper  correlations 
between  various  fields  of  knowledge  lio 
is  in  danger  of  knowing  ‘  ‘  loss  and  less 
about  less  and  less”.  Such  a  joint 
'  meeting  as  this  one  held  at  Washington 
gives  an  opportunity  for  a  comparison 
of  notes  and  a  checking  of  results  in 
different  fields  to  tiio  enlargement  of 
tho  world’s  totality  of  reliable  know¬ 
ledge.

Mr.  Foster  enumerated  many  of  the 
great  leaders  of  thought  who  wore  in 
attendance  and  who  made  addresses 
at  tiio  various  meetings.  Space  will 
not  permit  the  telling  of  the  names  of 
all  these  peoplo  and  their  subjects  for 
■  discussion  but  their  general  character 
will  bo  seen  when  wo  know  that  sucli 
men  as  E.  P.  Cheney,  Win.  E.  Dodd, 
Bichard  T.  Ely,  Irving  Fisher,  David

For  High  School

Tlie  College  will  sponsor  two  basket¬ 
ball  tournaments  for  boys  this  spring 
and  co-operate  with  seven  other  tour¬ 
naments  to  bo  held  in  tho  district,  ac¬ 
cording  to  plans  worked  out  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  held  in  St.  Joseph  Saturday. 

Tho  now  plan  divides  tho  nineteen 
counties  of  the  College  district  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri  into  eight  sub-districts 
where  tournaments  will  bo  held.  Then 
tlie  winners  and  runners-up  in  each  of 
these  tourneys  will  come  to  tlie  College 
for  tlie  district  tournament  March  8, 
9  and  10. 

Tliis  general  plan  is  being  carried 
out  over  tlie  state  by  the  Missouri  High 
School  Athletic  Association  with  tlie 
Northwest  Missouri  High  School  Asso¬ 
ciation  taking  tiio  initiative.  There 
will  be  sixteen  teams  to  participate  in 
the  district  play  witli  tiio  two  best 
teams  of  eight  districts  in  tlie  state 
eligible  to  participate  in  the  state  tour¬ 
nament  at  tiio  University  of  Missouri 
to  bo  held  March  1G.  L.  E.  Ziegler, 
pVcsidcnt  of  tiio  Northwest  Association 
and  President  Lamkin  attended  tiio  St. 
Joseph  mooting  Satturday. 

As  tlie  Northwest  Missouri  High 
School  Athletic  Association  took  tiio 
lend  several  years  ago  in  forming  the 
State  Athletic  Association,  it  again  is 
showing  the  way  in  the  basketball 
tournaments  this  year  by  providing  for 
the  elimination  meets  prior  to  tlie  dis¬

REMARKS 

Superintendents  commented  freely  on 


the  matter  of  teacher  employment,  and 
the  committee  selected  the  following 
statements  as  being  informational  and 
interesting. 

“Training  is  largely  determined  by 
tho  college  from  which  one  graduates, 
and  school  men  as  a  whole  aro  recog¬ 
nizing  this  fact.” 

“I  regard  character  much  as  a  horse 
judge  regards  unsoundness.  Blindness 
or  bone  spavin  disqualifies  a  horse  in 
any’- show.” 

“The  teacher’s  professional  spirit  and 
professional  training  aro  very  often  a 
deciding  factor,  as  teachers  with  good 
academic  training  arc  not  hard  to  find.” 

“I  think  tho  typo  of  teacher  hardest 
to  handle  arc  those  who  are  not  ‘  coun¬ 
try-broke.’  That  is  they  do  not  know 
what  it  is  to  live  in  small  communities 
and  work  with  country  and  small  town 
people.” 

“Wo  want  teachers  who  have  taken 
part  in  extra-curricular  activities  while 
they  were  in  school.  Wo  feel  this  gives 
them  a  much  broader  experience  and 
makes  them  better  teachers.  Tho  re- 1 
commendations  wo'gct  seem  to  he  based 
entirely  on  scholastic  standing.” 

“I  prefer  teachers  with  ‘horse  sense’ 
to  those  with  degrees  and  lacking  it.” 

“The  employing  of  teuchers  is  a 
task  of  major  importance  and  I  think 
that -  it  is  well  that  a  study  is  being 
made  along  this  line.  Too  many  times 
superintendents  and  school  boards  em¬ 
ploy  teachers  for  political  reasons  rather 
than  because  of  sheer  merit  of  tho 
applicant.  Wo  all  should  got  away 
from  this  practice.  Too  many  of  us, 
however,  are  afraid  of  our  jobs.” 

1 ‘ A  good  recommendation  from  a  for¬ 
mer  superintendent  takes  precedent. 
Not  much  weight  given  to  a  recommen¬ 
dation  from  a  board  member,  since  the 
board  may  bo  divided  in  its  opinion  of 
teachers.  Length  of  sorvice  in  one 
place  sounds  good,  but  needs  investiga¬ 
tion.” 

“There  lias  been  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  somo  of  the  young  graduates 
going  out  to  teach,  to  think  that  teach¬ 
ing  iB  only  a  gamo,  similar  to  politics, 
and  real  service  has  boon  sacrificed  ill 


Is  Teaching  Worth  While?

ing  is  indeed  needed  by  most  teachers. 
We  have  hobbied  method  to  death.  Boys 
and  girls  arc  beginning  to  feel  that  tho 
teaelior  should  ask  the  questions  and 
give  tho  answers,  hut  give  them  high 
grades.  Thorough  academic  training 
and  high  classroom  standards  is  tho 
remedy.” 

“Wo  feel  that  hoards  of  education 
are  at  a  loss  to  know  just  what  tho 
item,  training,  should  count.  Certainly 
the  number  of  college  hours  is  at  present 
meaningless.” 

“Why  did  you  omit  ‘common  sense’? 
The  greatest  weakness  I  find  is  tho  lack 
of  ability  to  know  when  to  talk  and 
when  to  keep  tho  tongue  still.  Too 
much  talk  at  the  boarding  house  causes 
a  teacher  to  'lose  her  influence  and 
ability  to  c'ontrol.” 

“I  liavo  always  gotten  best  results 
from  teachers  who  have  made  medium 
grades  in  college,  who  -took,  a  serious 
attitude  toward  their  work  in  teaching 
ind  who  did  their  best  to  follow  instruc¬ 
tions.  The  public  seems  to  want  the 
samo  typo  of  teacher.  ” 

“One  can’t  build  character  if  he  lias 
not  any  himself;  and  one  can’t  tench 
teamwork  if  lie  won ’t  pull  with  the 
team  of  which  ho  is  a  part.” 

‘  ‘  I  think  tho  crying  need  of  education 
today  from  tho  one-room  schools  to  the 
universities  is  for  men  and  women  with 
storling  character.  Not  the  flabby, 
weak,  nor  the  preaching  typo,  but  rather 
the  virile  active  typo  that  young  people 
see  and  exemplify  in  their  lives  and 
actions.  If  tho  character  is  there,  per¬ 
sonality  will  take  care  of  itself.” 

“I  should  choose  a  teacher  with  a 
record  of  average  college  grades,  who 


This  is  especially  true  of  the  men.  Ab 
such  perhaps  realize,  in  most  high 
schools  all  activities  except  athletics 
must  bo  sponsored  by  teachers  em¬ 
ployed  to  teach  regular  subjects.  My 
experience  has  been  that  while  many 
women  aro  ablo 'to  do  sueli  work,  very 
few  men  arc  prepared  for  it.  Wo  must 
have  some  men  who  can  coach  plays, 
preparo  for  entertainments,  etc.” 

‘  ‘  I  rarely  ever  worry  about  the  teach¬ 
er  who  possesses  clean  character,  pos- 
tive  personality,  and  proper  training.” 

“Any  teacher  who  thinks  her  school 
work  ends  with  the  classroom  instruc¬ 
tion  is  a  failure  to  begin  with.” 

“In  employing  teachers  references 
from  those  who  can  speak  with  defi¬ 
niteness  in  regard  to  qualifications  are 
required  and  consulted.” 

“Wo  havo  a  few  teachers  who  only 
look  for  4  o’clock  and  pay  day.  This 
kind  of  teachers  we  avoid.” 

“Wc  want  teachers  who  are  them¬ 
selves  students.  Too  many  high  school 
teachers  depend  upon  their  degrees  and 
tho  number  of  college  hours  they  have, 
and  do  not  study  now  and  make  care¬ 
ful  preparation  for  daily  work.  We 
want  teachers  here  who  regard  tlieir 
tasks  seriously.  Too  many  quit  the 
pursuit  of  knowledge  when  they  grad¬ 
uate 

want.  Wo  want  someone  who  wants  to 
live  with  us.  The  suitcase  teacher  who 
leaves  for  the  bigger  town  on  Friday 
night  is  not  needed. 

“Character  is  tho  big  issue,  and  there 
is  any  question  about  it  tho -candidate 
is  rejected,  regardless  of  all  other  qual¬ 
ifications.  ” 

“Since  it  is  one  of  our  nims  to  mako 
teaching  a  real  profession,  I  think  that 
we  should  try  to  determino  their  pro¬ 
fessional  attitude  before  hiring  them.” 

“In  my  estimation,  there’  are  some 
very  poor  teachers  attempting  to  hold 
down  good  places,  and  they  get  these 
places  bec'ause  superintendents  and 
boards  of  education  are  not  careful 


under  no  circumstances  bo  placed  on 
the  available  list.  Flappcrsi  cako  ent¬ 
ers,  etc.,  should  never  bo  permitted  to 
go  beforo  students. 

“Cannot  bo  done.  A  tcnchor  must 
have  clinrhcter,  personality  and  a  fnir 
knowledge  of  tbo  subject  maltor  gener¬ 
ally  to  make  good.” 

“Give  mo  an  individual  with  char¬ 
acter  and  training  nnd  a  good  person 
nlity,  and  I  nm  not  afraid  of  the  Success 
tho  porson  will  make  in  tcnching.” 

“No  ‘To  whom  it  .may  concern’  re 
commendations  considered.  General 
statements  arc  of  no  valuo  in  recom¬ 
mendations.” 

“Longhand  application  sometimes 
gives  definite  information  ns  to  certain 
characteristic^  of  the  writer,  but  typo 
forms  arc  more  quickly  analyzed,  and 
thisis  an  important  item  when  many 
applications  arc  received.” 

For  Binnllcr  schools,  teachers  must 
liavo  a  broader  more  general  training, 
so  ns  to  be  able  to  ndapt  themselves  to 
the  needs  of  the  school  nnd  community 
where  they  serve.  Hence,  high  specinl 
ization  of  any  Bort  is  not  a  dcsircable 
fenture  as  a  rule.” 

“The  general  public  still  thinks  the 
teacher  has  tho  only  easy  job  in  tho 
neighborhood  and  is  well  paid  for  it, 

“  Co-operation  is  another  big  thing  in 
rating  a  teacher.” 

“I  would  suggest  that  tho  schools 
make  more  of  an  effort  to  tell  us  more 
of  the  scholastic  standing,  and  tho  spe¬ 
cific  training  of  the  individual.  Wo 
are  getting  some  people  who  were  great 
leaders  in  college  extra-curricular  life 
who  are  not  very  strong  in  classroom.” 

“I  find  the  spirit  of  co-operation  and 
the  willingness  to  act  on  the  suggest¬ 
ions  of  the  board  and  superintendent 
is  a  factor  in  keeping  harmony  between 
teachers.  It  makes  for  a  better  recom¬ 
mendation  for  the  teacher  from  the  sup¬ 
erintendent  to  any  future  employer.”

Tho  character  is  not  completely  devel¬ 
oped  until  one  is  through  college. 

“Brilliancy  is  not  an  indication  of 
sucu'oss  in  life.  Many  loading  men  liavo 
been  poor  students  in  school.  A  collego 
education  may  bo  like  a  Ford  chassis 
with  a  Packard  enginq.  It  may  not 
have  balance.  Bocauso  of  lack  of  bal¬ 
ance  four  times  as  many  collego  gradu¬ 
ates  are  in  the  pen  ns  (hero  are  othor 
classes  of  criminals.  College  students- 
should  be  examples  in  life  and  if  they 
nrc  to  bo  tbo  right  kind  of  examples 
they  should  live  clean,  upright  lives  at 
all  times. 

“Before  starting  on  the  road  to  the*' 
‘Hall  of  Fame’  one  must  b;ivo  self-re¬ 
spect;  then  in  order  to  bo’  successful 
one  must  linvc  purpose,  pep  and  persor- 
vcrcncc. 

“The  three  above  characteristics  will 
make  anyone  succesful.  ‘The  threo  fol¬ 
lowing  characteristics  will  ruin  anyone 
in  life.  They  nro  intemperance,  intol¬ 
erance,  and  indifference.  Self-discip¬ 
line  is  something  that  all  people  must 
face  when  going  out  into  the  world. 
The  problem  of  how  to  live  is  probably 
the  most  important  among  all  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  people  are  facing  today.”

Over  the 

Library  Desk 


Wo  see  n  few  new  faces  “over  tlio 
library  desk”  since  tlio  Christinas  flol- 
idnys.  Some  of  (lie  library  force  insist 
that  t his  is  true  in  two  ways.  In  the 
'first  place  there  are  a  few  students 
who  have  enrolled  since  Christmas  and 
in  tlio  second  place  some  of  tlio  faces 
changed  during  the  Christmas  vacation 
duo.  we  suppose  to  the  number  of  dia¬ 
monds  being  worn,  or,  ns  we  know  of 
in  one  instance,  to  the  changing  of 
the  status  of  “single  blessedness”. 
Well, — you  all  have  our  sympathy. 

During  vacation  the  college  library 
catalogued  the  library  of  Kidder  In¬ 
stitute  located  at  Kidder,  Mo.  This 
work  was  done  at  the  College  and  per¬ 
haps  some  of  you  would  bo  interested 
in  knowing  how  a  job  of  this  sort  is 
done.  In  the  first  place  tlio  librarian 
ill  charge  at  Kidder  sent  in  a  typewrit¬ 
ten  list  of  their  books,  grouping  them 
according  to  subjects  ns  they  stand  on 
their  shelves,  and  giving  both  title  and 
author  of  each  book.  Mr.  Wells  and 
Miss  Brumbaugh  then  Cheeked  through 
this  list,  giving  their  regular  Dewey 
classification  numbers  and  shifting  books 
to  their  proper  places  if  occasional! 
they  were  listed  in  tlio  wrong  group. 
After  the  books  were  classified  Clyde 
Rowland  checked  through  the  list,  giv 
ing  each  book  its  proper  cutter  number 
and  Orville  Pugsley  typed  the  necessary 
cards  for  the  car'd  catalogue.  Some¬ 
thing  over  5,000  cards  were  made  for 
the  Kidder  Library  and  the  final  detail 
of  this  work  was  not  complete  until 
these  cards  were  filed.  Anyone  who 
knows  something  of  the  filing  of  the 
cards  can  appreciate  the  work  involved 
in  this  last  item.  Mr.  Woells  will  now 
take  these  cards  to  this  school  and 
give  instructions  as  to  the  lettering  on 

the  books  and  other  information  that 

* 

they  may  need  and  the  librarian  in 
charge  there  can  complete  the  work  of 
lettering  and  putting  the  plates  and 
pockets  in  the  books  with  the  aid  of 
students  in,  the  school. 

The  library  received  about  $1,000 
worth  of  new  books  during  the  holidays, 
all  of  which  will  soon  be  catalogued 
and  ready  for  general  use. 

Since  our  last  writing  wo  have  had 
a  general  over-hauling  of  the  book  storo 
in  that  a  new  checking  out  system  lias 
•  been  inaugurated  and  all  books  that  are 
not  in  use  have  been  removed.  The 
change  has  improved  the  appearance  of 
the  book  store  a  great  deal,  and  wo 
believe  the  now  system  of  chocking  will 
avoid  any  confusion  in  the  turning  in 
of  books  that  may  have  come  in  the 
past  through  tlio  books  not  being  num¬ 
bered. 

Tlio  upstairs  room  at  tlio  north  end 
of  the  west  library  lias  been  set  aside 
for  the  use  of  the  debate  cquad.  Ma 
terial  to  be  studied  in  connection  with 
the  question  for  debate  may  bo  found 
in  this,  room  which  is  open  for  tlio 
use  of.  debaters  from  7  a.  ma  to  9:30 
p.  m.  All  material  in  this  room  is  re¬ 
served  and  should  not  bo  taken  from 
the  room.

Four  Educators  Talk 
at  Weekly  Assembly 

Four  men  prominent  in  tho  field  of 
education  woro  present  and  gave  short 
talks  at  tho  regular  Assembly  this  week.  I 
They  were  Dr.  II.  S.  Curtis,  director  of 
physical  education  for  Missouri;  O.  G. 
Sanford  of  tho  stato  education  depart¬ 
ment;  Dr.  C.  W.  Hunt,  School  of  Ed¬ 
ucation,  Cleveland,  O.,  and  Dr.  William 
Cunningham,  Notro  Damo  University. 

Dr.  Curtis,  tho  first  speaker,  present¬ 
ed  a  talk  in  regard  to  his  work  in  tho 
athletic  dopnrtmont.  Ho  enumerated 
statistical  figures  taken  from  investi¬ 
gation  and  roscarch  by  many  states  in 
connection  with  physical  education.  He 
maintained  that  tlio  elementary  period 
was  tlio  most  important  tiino  in  which 
to  pay  attention  to  tho  physical  edu¬ 
cation  of  tho  child,  but  stressed  that 
this  must  not  bo  applied  too  strenuous¬ 
ly- 

Mr.  Hunt,  recounted  a  few  interest¬ 
ing  foatures  of  tho  work  ho  has  boon 
doing,  and  told  of  tho  oxporionces  ho 
has  had  during  a  tour  of  investigation 
covoring  tho  most  outstanding  teachers 
colleges  of  this  country.

Ellison  of  Maryville  and  President  Cook 
of  the  Northwest  Normal  School. 

At  tho  noon  hour  at  tho  home  of 
President  Cook  a  dinner  was  given  in 
honor  of  the  governor,  at  which  were 
tlio  regents  and  tho  normal  school  pres¬ 
idents.  At  tho  home  of  S.  G.  Gillnm 
in  tlio  evening  a  6  o’clock  dinner  was 
served  in  honor  of  tho  governor,  with 
President  Cook  and  other  guests  in  at¬ 
tendance.

Colden  of  tho  board  of  rogonts  intro¬ 
duced  Governor  Folk.  Some  of  tlio  high 
lights  of  Ills  address  wore:

“I  boliovo  it  is  bettor  that  all  of 
tho  people  should  have  some  education 
than  that  somo  of  tho  pooplo  should 
have  all  of  tho  education.” 

A  man  who  dooB  not  accomplish  some¬ 
thing  for  his  follow-man  iB  worth  no 
moro  to  humanity  than  ono  of  tho 
lowor  animals.” 

“Tho  Biblo  closed  is  worth  only  a 
fow  contH  ns  paper,  but  open  is  of  more 
vnluo  than  nil  tlio  gold  on  earth.” 

Following  tho  addross  by  the  gov¬ 
ernor  tho  eornorstono  was  laid  by  tlio 
Masonic  fraternity,  Ex-Governor  A.  M. 
Dockory,  n  past  grand  master,  perform¬ 
ing  tho  coromony  of  placing  tho  stone 
in  pluco.

and  the  Wave.  Roll  of  honpr  eout*i* 
{pg  all  the  name*  of  those  who  eub 


David  Munn  of  Maryvillo;  grand  mar 
slial,  F.  G.  Shoemaker  of  Maryville; 
grand  sword  bearer,  Robert  Ream  of 
Maryville.  Of  tho  grand  officers 
Dockery,  Kuhn  and  Wells  are  past 
grand  masters  of  the  state  of  Missouri, 

Estimating  tho  crowd  present  wbb  a 
very  hard  thing  to  do  but  it  is  thought 
that  thcro  were  somewhere  betwoen  15,- 
000  and  20,000  people  at  tho  laying  of 
tho  cornerstone.  This  was  not  all  those 
that  were  in  town,  however.  Many 
did  not  attend  tho  laying  of  the  cor¬ 
nerstone  and  there  were  many  who 
went  out  to  the  building  and  on  seeing 
such  a  crowd  went  home.  The  stores 
reported  that  all  sales  records  had 
been  broken.  Clerks  and  extra  help 
were  kept  busy  until  late  at  night. 

In  tho  placing  of  the  cornerstone, 
Ex-Governor/Dockery  was  assisted  by 
Congressman  Charles  Boohor  and  R.  M. 
Abercrombie.  They  raised  the  huge 
block  of  red  Missouri  granite  and  with 
a  few  dashes  .of  mortar  allowed  it  to 
sink  into  its  final  resting  place.  For¬ 
mer  Governor  Dockory,  in  speaking 
briefly  at  tho  close  of  tho  ceremonies, 
stated  that  over  twenty-five  years  ago 
lie  officiated  at  the  laying  of  tho  cor¬ 
nerstone  of  the  Nodaway  county  court 
house,  and  he  paid  a  high  tribute  to 
Judge  W.  C.  Ellison.  Wheat,  oil  and 
wine,  in  accordance  with  tho  Masonic 
custom,  were  poured  on  tho  corner 
stone.
